President Eisenhower, whose Republican-controlled Congress slashed public housing 
funds to a record low this year, yesterday visited Harlem projects and chatted with slum 
tenarts in a “surprise visit” to capture Republican votes from workers and Negro voters. 


The -President’s three-hour tour 
through Manhattan, the Bronx and 
Brooklyn—so carefully staged that 
he even knocked on a Brooklyn 
apartment door and found Corpo- 
ral Willie Wilson, son of a $38-a- 
week pants presser, who fought in 
Korea in- the President's old divi- 
sion—dramatically spotlighted GOP 
election jitters. At Republican 
campaign headquarters in the Hotel 
Roosevelt it was. openly admitted 
that the Eisenhower itinerary was 
a desperate bid to stem the tide 
against Sen. Irving M. Ives, GOP 
candidate for Governor. 

The tour went through the low- 
rent Farragut Houses in Brooklyn, 
the Harlem Houses, the Carver 
Houses at 99th “St. and Madison 


Ave., and then the push-button 
Eisenhower charm was whizzed 
past the East Side, across the Ma- 
jor Deegan Highway, and over the 
Manhattan Bridge. 

He shook hands with Negro ten- 
ants, chatted with a laborer, smiled 
at slum-congested tenement dwell- 
ers kept from decent homes be- 
cause of the administration’s re- 
fusal to build homes, told GOP 
campaign workers to remember 
that Jack Dempsey kept his heavy- 
weight title after being chucked 
out of the ring by the Argentine 
contender Luis Firpo.

Six white progressives have been indicted under a 
sedition law, a monstrosity conceived in 
the hysteria of the 1920 Palmer Raid days and never tested 


in the courts. One of the six has been further indicted on 
a tT charge of bombing the home of a Negro worker

sives, had been guarding against attack. White .suprema- 


_cists had shot into the Negro’s home and had threatened 


to demolish it unless the Negro owner gave it up. 
The indictments were voted by a grand jury, which 


had been summoned to investigate the bombing after 


weeks of pressure from the Negro owner, the committee 


formed in his defense and some of the very péople now 


charged with the crime. 


IT IS PROBABLY the first time in history that al- 


Jeged “criminals” tried to pressure the authorities to in- 
‘vestigate a crime which they themselves were supposed to 


have committed! Each of them faces 21 years in jail and 
a $10,000 fine. ye 

Many in Louisville are convinced that the state's at- 
torney who arranged this frameup did so in order to cover 
up his refusal or his inability to get the real criminals, 
the white supremacists who for weeks before the bombing 
had carried on a determined campaign to drive the Negro 
family out of the neighborhood. . 

The state’s attorney figured all he had to do to cover 
up for these criminals was to pin a Communist label on 
some of the whites engaged in the struggle, and no one 
would be concerned with getting the real criminals. The 
issue was settled. The “Communists” did it. : 

Having got fhe indictments, he is taking no chances 
on the people of Louisville recovering from their initial 
shock, and defeating the frameup. He is rushing the trial 
for “sedition,” as well as the frameup on the bombing, for 
Nov. 16, less than two months after the indictments. What
